In his report on'Penang for 1877, which 
has just been published, Col. Anson gives 
some interestingand valuable information 
as tothe working of the new establish- 
ment, created by the Penang Ordinances 
2 and ;3-of that year, for the protection 
of Chinese, For the Protector, and his 
ataff of ono boarding officer and ono clerk, 
called into existence to carry out the 
provisions of this ordinance, it is claimed 
that they have worked wonders, Pre- 
vious to the coming into force of this 
ordinance, Crimping Associations were 
rife ; by means of these, Chinese coolies 
were crimped or engaged under false 
protences to labour in the Dutch Settle- 
ments of Sumatra ; unauthorised depots 
‘were conducted under their auspices for 
the detention of such coolies awaiting 
shipment, these depots being “dark, 
secluded, unwholesome dens, in which 
the immigrants were kept entirely, at 
the mercy of the orimp or cooly broker.” 
Now, an end bas been put to all these 
Associations; all. unauthorised depots 
have heen closed; no cooly can possibly 
come to harm in Penang, Hight teapect- 
able depots have been established under. 
the supervision of the Protector, as lodgin 

houses for Chinese immigrants,'as we:

Not only sre the coolies grateful, but 
“the respeotable portion of the Chinese 
community” look on and admire the 
working of this wonderful Ordinance, 
and “have expressed much satisfaction 
at the measures adopted by Government 
to afford protection and assistance to 
their poor and simple countrymen.” The 
whole. affair reads like a fairy,tale, ‘The 
ordinance was only in operation during 
tho last quarter of the year to which the 
report relates; during the three months, 
there were registered 6,076 immigrants: 
and 5,107 emigrants. Of the emigrants 
3,688 went to Sumatra, principally Deli; 
16 to the Native States of the Peninsula, 
and IE01 engaged themeolves in Penang 
and the’ Province. And in that short 
period of three months, so far as the 
“child-like and bland” cooly is concern- 
ed, everything that was suggested as at 
all desirable’haa been accompliehed, and 
no more worlds are left for the Protector 
of the Chinese, his boarding officer, or 
his olerk, to conquer. . 

The Indian cooly, is; judging from this 
report, an undeniably “bad lot” when 
compared with the “poor and sim- 
ple” Chinaman for whom the Govern- 
ment is 20 golicitous, Tho wily Hindoo 
-has-in Penang,.as in eyery quarter he 
emigratea’ to, an unhappy “ knack” of 
getting ill and dying, thuecausing trouble 
and inconvenienca to Colonial officials 


}and the Government, and doing no good 


for himself, What is set forth in the 
report asa general rule applies with a 
thousand times its usual force when those 
periodic famines occur to which India is 
subject, Many if not most of those 
who come té the Settlement do so because 
they have, through one cause or another, 
been unable to find work, or at all events 
to earti a livelihood in their own country. 
These men on arrival, are out of condition, 
and, when put to work, break down ; the 
same result frequently takes place whon 
men who have been accustomed to other 
descriptions of labour are put to hoeing 
in the cane fields,—-in’ which principally 
they are engaged, Many of them have 
sicknoss on them when they arrive, fever 
hanging about. them, the seeds of dysen- 
tery sown in them, and such like, and of 


these it may be truly said they merely. 


go to the estates to die,“ They are ignor- 

ant and careless of their health, extremely 

‘dirty in their habits, and opposed to all 

sanitary lawe or regulations, They drink 

the vilest spirits, and sell their rice and 
starve themselves to get money’ to buy 
it, ‘They are very far from being clean 
eaters ; some pick up any vegetable rab- 
bish they find on the estate; othera steal 
and devour the rotten fish usedasmanire. 
Awkward handling of the’ hoe’ causes 
frequent slight injuries to new coolies ; 
others are soratched in trivial accidents 
in the field or sugar house, These broken 
sking are bandaged up: tightly and so 
badly treated, intentionally or otherwise, 
as to ripen into obstinate ulcers: and 
some coolies, even in hospital, irritate 
those sores 60 as to prevent them heal- 
ing; and by keeping them on tho sick 
list, let them escape work, Such is the 

Tamil cooly.as described by Col, Anson ; 

and all who know ‘the “kling” must 

admit that the picture is not overdrawn. 
‘There are exceptions, ten and women, 
Bat such are cooly folks in common. 

All that the official Reporter can find 
to say in favour of Indian Immigration 
is this that as 9 rule, the old cooly, after 
some years of residence in the Colony, 
becomes & more intelligent and civilised 
being than he was before he left bis na- 
tive village in India; and not few 
coolies have, by steady conduct, industry; 
and econémy, become persona of some 
consideration and of considerable means 

Lin the Settlement, Looking to*the two 

pictures, oné is justified in believing that 

the Chinese. coolies, against whom no

THE ZULU REVERSE. 
Bombay; March 6,—Tho advance of the 
British troops into Zululand met at firat 
with little resistance. Colonel Glynn had 
| an engagement on the-12th January, which 


Subsequently Colonels De- 
gacher and Russell attacked the Zulas 
with complete success. The British troops 
then" advanced with great rapidity along 
the whole lite; marching 46 miles. in 274 
hours, On the 2lst Colonel Pearson’s co- 
Jumn was advancing by tho Lower Tugela, 
100,000 Zulus heing massed in Pearson’s 
front and retiring Wefore bim. The follow- 
ing day our camp Waa attacked, and was 
defended by five compaties of the first 
battalion of the 24th, one company of the 
‘second bittalion of the same regiment, two 
guns, two rocket tubes, 104 mounted men, 
and about 800 natives. The Zulus came in 
overwholming. numbers and captured the 
camp, with the sorplus ammunition and 
transport; and killed about thirty officers 
and 5 0 non commissioned officers and rank 
end ‘file of the Imperial troops, and seventy 
non-commissioned officers and rank and file 
of tho Colonial force. It seems that the
